REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES : 


OF THE 


NEW BOSTON CEMETERY 


For THE YEAR ENDING Marcu, 1872. 


In making our annual report to the town, we recognize with grat- 
itude the co-operation of the town in carrying out the main meas- 
ures proposed in our last report, and as those were of present pressing 
necessity, we have but little to urge upon the attention of the town 
at this time. The expense incurred in the erection of the receiv. 
ing tomb, swells up in sum total beyond what we hoped or in- 
tended it should, but we feel that work has been accomplished in 
so thorough a manner, that it will stand for generations for the 
use intended, and we sought in its building to economize in every: 
thing pertaining to it, except that which should make it one of 
strength and safety, utility rather than ornament. Aside from its 
usefulness, it will be a standing testimonial to ‘the public spirit of 
the town. 

The road around the borders of the old cemetery is nearly com- 
pleted, and it should be finished in the early part of spring. It 
would afford us pleasure to have such of our citizens who have not 
volunteered labor for the cemetery give us a few hours’ work in 
this direction, that we might all be earnestly interested in this 
common public enterprise. 

The west portion of the cemetery has been kept cultivated the 
past season, that it may be available for lots when wanted. 

A good deal of commendable public spirit has been shown in the 
improvement of family lots in the new and old cemeteries, in grad- 
ing, erecting new monuments and re-setting old tomb stones, that 
the action of years had disarranged. Tinally, while we see many 
things that could be done to add to the convenience and beauty of 
the Cemetery, and which are desirable, we do not wish to press 
them upon you after so generously responding io the request for 
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an appropriation for the receiving tomb and hearse house, believing 
that you will ever be ready to carry out any good suggestion 
which we may present as an imperative need in the interest of the 
Cemeter y- We subjoin a list of the burials, removals, &c., taken 
from the report of the Superintendent, G. M. Shedd. It neces- 
sarily is not so concise and full as it should be, because the friends 
of those interred have failed to fill ont and return to him the 
blanks furnished, .giving age, &c., which we hope will always be 
done as a help for the records of the Cemetery.

REPORT 


OF THE 


~ SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The progress of our schools during the past year has been gen- 
erally satisfactory, although there have been some exceptions. We 
have quite a number of small schools. Four of them have not 
had the Spring and Summer terms, but have joined Fall and Win- 
ter in one term. In all these their progress has been very much 
to my satisfaction, The rupture in the Grammar School in Dis- 
trict No. 8, I hope will be mostly overcome by a good and compe- 
tent teacher. The number of small schools and bad school houses, calls 
for the serious consideration of the town, that something may be 
done to remedy this evil. To our public schools we look as the 
great means of general enlightenment and preventative of crime; 
and it is very properly claimed to be of more value than any other 
agent known in this or any other country. Common schools are 
one of the great engines to maintain social feeling in a community, 
tor by bringing together, side by side, the rich and poor, both pres- 
sing for high attainments, and if the rich is stripped, he soon finds 
his level. 

So it will be seen that if the whole population were to pass 
through the common school, there would be among us a universal 
feeling of brotherhood, and the best warrant we could have for 
the duration of our republic. We have but to look to South 
America for the evidence that a democracy cannot exist long with- 
out general education. 


Disrricr Ne. 1. 
Teacher, Miss Mary A. Campbell, for both terms, Summer and 
Winter. Miss Campbell is a suecessful teacher of considerable 
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experience. Although the scholars were not very much advanced, 
yet they, at the close of the school, gave evidence of commend- 
able progress in all their studies, especially in mathematics. 


District No. 2. 


Miss Flora Gregg, teacher for Winter term of twelve weeks. 
At my visit to the school, I found it orderly ; things progressing in 
the right manner; some scholars quite advanced; and everything 
progressing much to the satisfaction of all interested.

Clark B. Sona: Agent. 

Teacher of both Summer and Winter terms, 114 weeks, Miss 
Arabella L. Johnson. This is a small school; children young ; 
some quite advanced of their age. JI understand Miss Johnson 
has given general satisfaction. 





District No. 4. 


Joseph Lash, Agent. ‘Teacher, Miss Helen A. Kelso; term 14 
weeks. 

This term the scholars were less in pee and younger than 
usual, yet at the examination the school Appeared well, as haying 
been taught by one competent to teach. 


Districr No. 5. 


George Prince, Agent. Teacher, Miss Emmie M. Colburn ; 
summer and winter term of 12 weeks. 

Having visited this school at the commencement and at the 
close, I considered it a complete success; all the classes having 
made good improvement in their studies; showing the teacher 
must have applied herself diligently. Order goed, and. some 


scholars quite advanced—in writing they excelled.

James Wright, Agent. Teacher, Miss M. Ellen Woodbury ; 
winter term, 14 weeks. | 

Miss Woodbury is a teacher of experience, faithful and indus- 
trious, having patience to manage small or young children. At 
the’ examination the scholars, mostly young, appeared well,— 
much to the satisfaction of all concerned. 


District No 7. 


Albert Stearns, Agent. Teacher, Miss Lydia W. Dodge. 

This school, also, is small; scholars mostly young; none very 
much advanced. Winter term of 10 weeks; teacher ambitious, 
faithful, working with a patience that is truly commendable in 
any teacher. . 


District No. 8. 


J.D. Colby, Agent. Teacher, Miss Bessie McLane. 

This is a Primary School; scholars young. At the close of the 
summer term of 14 weeks the school appeared finely, exhibiting 
the ability and faithfulness of the teacher much *to the satisfaction 
of all present. 


Disrricrt No. 8. 


This a graded Grammar School ; term, 14 weeks; teacher, Miss 
J. Allie Cross. se 

Although yet young Miss Cross has had considerable experi- 
ence in teaching, and I believe always successful, her scholars 
manifesting a systematic training, the result of a good scholar. 

Winter term of 13 weeks in the primary department. At the 
examination we had fine specimens of their training in all their 
lessons, not often equalled by scholars of their age.

George Adams, Agent. Summer. and winter terms by Miss

This school at its close presented a fine 
and thorough training in all the studies, particularly in grammar 
and arithmetic; page after page was repeated from their text- 
books verbatim in a prompt and scholarly manner ; the orderly ap- 

earance of the school, also, as they passed in and out of school 
showed a praiseworthy training by the teacher. 


District No. 12. 


Benj. Goodhue, Agent. .This is a union school of New Boston 
and Francestown ; simmer and winter terms joined in one term of 
fall and winter, taught by two sisters, Misses Julia A. and Clara I. 
Dodge; a small school of 18 weeks, most of the scholars well ad- 
vanced. Atthe close there were given some fine specimens of 
their ability in mathematics, also in analysis and parsing in gram 
mar; indeed their compositions, declamations and every exhibition 
of their studies manifested proper instruction. 


Disrricr No. 12 


Joseph Andrews, Agent. Teacher 3 12 weeks, Edward N, 
Kingsbury. ‘This was Mr. Bias esbury’s first atfempt at teaching ; 
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although deficient in some respects, still in others worthy of 
praise. ‘There was a want of promptness and energy in reading 
and speaking, particularly in the small classes; some good speci- 
mens of ability in algebra, grammar, &c., by the first class. 


Disrricr No. 14. 


A. Bailey, Agent. Teacher, Carrie F. Pratt. This was a term 
of 12 weeks; not having had any summer school the Bee terms 
were joined, that is, had fall and winter together. Ithink the 
teacher was successful, being well qualified; some of the older 
scholars quite advanced, and at the examination the school ap 
peared much to my satisfaction. 


District No. 14. 


A. Bailey, Agent. Teachers Miss Carrie I. Prait. 

A school in number small; the older scholars some of them 
quite advanced. Miss Pratt appeared well qualified ‘for her posi- 
tion, exhibiting the elements of a good teacher. Length of 
school, 12 weeks.
